No Opposition to Redmond. 


Another Republican commit- 
teeman, Silas E. Garner, Negro, 
of the Eighteenth ward, whose 
organization is supporting in- 
cumbent Alderman Sidney R. 
Redmond, Negro, admitted he 
would have discouraged anyone 
from running against Redmond, 
“but I did not have to.” He said 
ho one else had evinced any in- 
terest in seeking the party's 
nomination. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
whose efforts to obtain a new 
city charter to promote the city’s 
progress have been blocked by 
the Board of Aldermen since 
last May, has appealed to civic- 
minded persons to file for nomi- 
nation and to the voters to take 
a more active part in the alder- 
manic primary and general elec- 
tions this year to assure election 


of aldermen who “have an in-| 


terest in the community as a 
whole.” 

The mechanics of political 
ward organization normally give 
committeemen and women in the 
individual wards virtually com- 
plete control over the selection 
of candidates for major party 
nomination for aldermanie posts. 

General participation by the 
voting public in the affairs of 
ward organizations is 
couraged by the fact that the 
committeemen and women in the 
wards transact most of their bus- 
iness through their precinct 
captains. 

In practically all cases, the 
committeeman and woman de- 
cide which eandidate to indorse 
and recommend that person to 
the precinct captains, who are 
appointed by them and serve at 
their pleasure. The ) precinct 
captains then go through the 
formality of voting to indorse 
the candidate recommended. 
Thus, in effect, the committee- 


‘man and woman dictate the or- 


ganization’s indorsement. 
Ward Backing Hard to Beat. 


An candidate who receives the 
{ndorsement of his party’s ward 
organization has a definite edge 
pver anyone who might file in 
opposition to him, because he 
has the support of an existing, 
experienced crew of political 
workers to ring ° doorbells 
throughout the ward, distribute 
literature and urge the voters to 
support him. 

In addition to these pre- 
election activities, organization 
workers are on duty outside the 
polling places on election day 
distributing sample ballots to 
show the voters how to mark 
their official ballots to vote for

,;acquire 46 parcels of property 
in the Plaza area were instituted 
yesterday by the Land Clearance 
for Redevelopment Authority, 
which will clear eight and one- 
half blocks for development of 
a public park and a private hous- 
ing project. 


| A guit filed in Circuit Court 


was’ directed against a group of 
|property owners who had failed 
to come to terms with the mu- 
nicipal agency on a price for 
‘their holdings. Since it was 
| drafted, however, some of the 
‘owners have indicated their 
_readiness to settle, and they will 
'be eliminated as defendants 
|through an amended petition, 
the City Counselor’s office re- 
| ported. 


There are 113 parcels of prop- | 


erty to be cleared in the blight- 
ed area bounded roughly by 
‘Fourteenth, Eighteenth, Olive 
and Market streets. The Land 
Clearance Authority now owns 
more than half of this area. 
The condemnation suit covers 
about half of the unacquired sec- 
tion, and another suit is to be 
filed soon against owners of the 
remaining tracts. 

Under condemnation proce- 
dure, the court appoints three 
commissioners to set a price for 
property in dispute. Their deci- 
sion may be appealed by either 
party. 

A long-range program for 
slum prevention and elimination 
in St. Louis was submitted to 
the Federal Housing and Home 
Finance Agency yesterday by the 
Land Clearance Authority. 

As disclosed last month by the 
Post-Dispatch, the program en- 
visions ultimate expenditure of 
more than $69,000,000 in Govern- 
ment funds and more than $700,- 
000,000 in private capital. It is 
directed toward redevelopment 
of eight rundown areas covering 
1572 acres. 

The Housing Act of 1954 pro- 
vides that a community cannot 
obtain federal aid for public 
housing or urban redevelopment 
projects unless it first develops 
a “workable program.” This pro- 
gram must demonstrate that the

ending of its 10-year occupation, 


“Then all restrictions on our 
autonomous freedom of action 
on internal and external affairs 
will be lifted,” Furler said. West 
Germany would enter future in- 
| ternational conferences as an 
equal and indispensable partner, 
he continued. 

Bonn would have the right to 
take up diplomatic relations and 
negotiations with all other na- 
tions, he said. 


The report said West Ger- 
many would have a voice in all 
Gecisions of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, but it add- 
ed that the Bonn government 
should be given ‘a seat on the 
NATO strategic planning group 
because of “the special nature 
of (German) tasks for the de- 
fense of the West.” 


Membership in the planning 
group is now limited to Britain, 
France and the United States. 

Despite the aggressive cam- 
'paign by Communists, Socfalists 
‘and trade unionists, Adenauer 
|was reported confident of final 
| victory. 


The four parties in Adenauer’s 
ruling coalition have wunani- 
mously indorsed three of the 
Paris treaties—the pacts to re- 
store sovereignty to West Ger- 
many, create a West European 
Defense Union, and admit West 
Germany into NATO. 

Two of the factions, the Free 
Democrats and the Refugee 
party, oppose the agreement to 
“Europeanize” the Saar. The 
Free Demccrats last night defied 
a threat by Adenauer to oust 
them from his coalition if they 
did not support the Saar accord. 

Adenauer’s Christian Demo- 
lcrats have 244 seats in the 487- 
seat house. Of the other coali- 
tion members, the Free Demo-+ 
crats have 48, the Refugee party 
27 and the German party 15. 
The opposition Socialists hold 
151. 

Adenauer’s toughest job has 
been to mobilize enough support 
for this pact and to beat down 
movements among his own sup- 
porters to postpone the final 
decision until France has com- 
pleted ratification. The pacts 
still face upper house action 
rin Paris. 
| Many -of the 79 - year - old 
/Chancellor’s supporters have in- 
idicated they would vote reluc- 
\ tantly for the rearmar-7nt pack- 

age. They feel German reunifi- 

cation, not rearmament, is the 
dominant political issue.

Italy Opens Rearming Debate 
Amid Protest Strikes. 

ROME, Feb. 24 (UP)—The 
Italian Senate opened debate 
today on the Paris accords to 
rearm West Germany against a 
background of Communist- 
threatened “protest” strikes and 
anti - rearmament demonstra- 
tions. 

The Reds mobilized hundreds 
of “peace loving housewives” to 
march on the Senate. Red un- 
ions called 15-minute “protest” 
strikes at seven Rome chemical 
factories. 

Premier Mario Scelba's riot. 
police were reported alerted but 
government sources did not ex- 
pect any major disorder. 


East German Reds Water Down 
Terms for Unity. 


BERLIN, Feb. 24 (AP)—East 
German Communists, campaign- 
ing against the Paris rearma-, 
ment treaties, today watered 
down their terms for German 
unity. 

Johannes Dieckmann, presi- 
dent of the east zone Parliament 
(Volkskammer) asserted all-Ger-. 
man handling of the unity ques-, 
tion could provide a formula for 
the problem “tomorrow.” 

“We never have insisted that 
the national election law be pat- 
terned after ours,” Dieckmann 
told. a prsss conference. “In- 
deed, we offer the law of the 
Weimar republic as a method 
for elections.”

Deficit Reduction. 


Now, we inherited in 1953 a 
budget that contemplated a 
$9,900,000,000 deficit in federal 
financing. By hard work—and I 
assure you it is hard work when 
you realize that every bureau of 
Government feels it should have 
more money—we have reduced 
that to an expected deficit in 
1956 of some less than 2% bil- 
lion, or in that neighborhood, 
estimated. 

Now we are going back to 
deficit spending, the most in- 
sidious thing that can happen to 
a free economy, and particularly 
in its bad effect upon low in- 
come groups. I should like to 
call your attention to a state- 
ment by economists of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
which said, the year 1954 was 
their finest over-all salary year 
of their history. In spite of the 
fact that their salary increases 
were only five to nine cents, or 
something of that order, in gen- 
eral insignificant or small as 
compared to salary increases of 
the past, their purchasing power, 
due to the stability of the dol- 
Jar, their over-all position in the 
salary angle was the best of 
their history. | 

In the last two years, the cost 
of living has varied less than 
one-half of 1 per_cent. From 
1939 to 1953, the dollar went 
from 100 cents to 52 cents. It is 
that kind of thing that must be 
stopped if we are to preserve 
the principles on which this 
country was’ established. It is 
based on a free economy which 
in turn is based on a stable dol- 
lar, which in turn is more im- 
portant to all low income and 
fixed income groups than it is to 
rich people. 


Rich people can buy equities, 


can afford to invest in equities, 
and as the dollar goes, cheapens, 
the amount of dollars that they 
have invested goes up. and up. 
But the fixed income group, the 
man who is buying an insurance

Those elected can be no better than those 
nominated. 

If one or both partiés enter able candidates, 
who have the welfare of their city at heart, St. 
Louisans can rally around these candidates first 
at the primary and then on election day. 

But if the nominees are self-servers, if they 
think only of fittle things, of how to stand in 
with favor-seekers, then St. Louis will be saddled 
with a poor lot of Aldermen for the critical 
years ahead. 

Here is the schedule: 

Last filing date—Feb. 28. 
Nominating primary—March 11. 
City election—April 5. 

Of these three dates the most important by far 
is the first. By 9 p.m. next Monday, the filing 
deadline, either there will be qualified candi- 
dates in the party lists, ward by ward, or there 
will be a collection of party hacks among whom 
choice will make little difference. 

= ~ . 

The Post-Dispatch has been calling attention 
to this situation for weeks. Now that so little 
time remains before the last filing date, it may 
be argued that any further appeal is useless. 

We do not believe it. 

We remember that in 1941, for example, with 
little more time remaining, we called on the 
Republican party to include an outstanding man 
on its ticket for Mayor since we were convinced 
that the Democratic party probably would lose 
its third term bid at the City Hall. 

Many citizens will remember what happened. 

The late William Dee Becker was belatedly 
persuaded by Republican leaders to become a 
candidate. He filed in time to be on the primary 
ballot. He was nominated. He was elected. 
And he made a splendid Mayor during his 
tenure. 

* . * 

St. Louis is not choosing a Mayor this 
spring, but it is going te choose half of its 
Aldermen. It also is going to choose a President 
of the Board of Aldermen who has a vote and 


hence is in effect an Alderman-at-large for the 


whole city. 

These Aldermen can make or break a City 
Administration. They can pass good bills; they 
also can pass bad ones.

Whose Irresponsibility When 

There is no question that, the House Demo- 
crats’ tax-cutting. plan is politically inspired, 
as we noted earlier. But the excessive heat 
with which President Eisenhower commented 
on it at his news conference suggests that the 
President must have forgotten a little tax his- 
tory that occurred not even a year ago. 


House Democrats under Speaker Rayburn’s 
leadership propose a flat $20 income tax cut 
for each taxpayer and dependent effective next 
Jan. 1. This the President angrily finds to be 
some sort of a height in fiscal irresponsibility. 

What he must have forgotten is that the 
Senate Republicans in 1954 offered a strikingly 
similar tax cut proposal—$20 for each taxpayer 
and $40 for married couples—and. that the 
G.O.P. turned out a rousing 46 to 1 vote in favor 
of it. 


Mr. Eisenhower also overlooked how the 
members of his party in the House likewise got 
on the tax-cutting bandwagon last year (an 
election year). 


Does he not remember that he asked Congress 
not to reduce excise taxes? That the then 
G.O.P. Speaker, Joseph W. Martin, nevertheless 
came out for a billion-dollar cut? That the 
House Republicans supported. this cut by a vote 
of 211 to 0? And that President Eisenhower 


himself not only signed the bill, but in the fall 
campaign claimed credit for it on behalf of the 
G.O.P.? 


~ It may be the height of fiscal irresponsibility 
to support tax cuts when the budget is not yet 
balanced, but a little compassion ought to con- 
vince President Eisenhower that the weakness is 
almost universal among politicians. 


Last year, if he will look up his history, the 


Senate managed to vote on both a Republican- | 


sponsored income tax cut and a Democratic 
sponsored income tax cut. Fortunately for the 
sake of fiscal responsibility, both cuts were de- 
feated by precisely the same vote. 
four Senators voted against both cuts, and only 
one of those four was up for re-election, and 
he was a Democrat from Virginia. 

And if the President wanted to go further in 
this kindly vein, he might recall that he himself 
offered no objection to the 10 per cent income 
tax rate cut which took place Jan. 1, 1954, and 
that he himself strongly supported a $1,400,000,- 
000 tax reduction last year in his proposal for a 
general overhaul of the tax code. 

We agree with the President that the Demo- 
cratic tax cut ought to be defeated at this time, 


and we suggest that he can best seek that end — 


by persuading his party’s congressional leaders 
to lead the fight for its defeat. But there is no 
need to get all lathered up over the politics in 
tax bills. This is like being indignant over the 
oxygen in water. 


One Year Instead of Two 

One of our readers notes that the St. Louis 
School Board is asking the voters to ex- 
tend the $1.15 school tax rate for only one year 
instead of the customary two, and he wonders: 
Why? There are several reasons. But the princi- 
pal one is that the Board can make more accu- 
rate forecasts of its needs if it knows how much 
state aid it will receive as the result of action 
by the State Legislature. At present these fore- 
casts and the tax rate based on them are 
made at the same time the Legislature is in ses- 
sion. If they are made in the off years when the 
Legislature is not in session the possibility of a 
windfall from the state is ruled out, and the 
School Board and the people will know exactly 
where they stand.

Twilight of the Fair-Trade Law 


The Mirror

Price-fixing statute thrown out by high courts in Arkansas and 
Nebraska; was never designed for booming economy, but got its 
start in the depression; failed of its purpose by creating pros- 
perity. for price-cutters it aimed to curb; now seems dying.

The philosophy and practice of fair- 
trade price-fixing laws are taking a 
heavy official beating. The high courts 
of two states have thrown out fair-trade 
statutes as unconstitutional. 

In a case involving the sale of Pres- 
tone anti-freeze for $2.97 a gallon (in- 
stead of the fair trade $3.75), the Ar- 
kansas Supreme Court ruled that any 
law that gives a manufacturer the pow- 
er to bind all retailers to a fixed price 
because one retailer has signed an 
agreement deprives non-signers of “a 
valuable property right” (to sell at a re- 
duced price) without due process of law. 

On the same grounds, the Nebraska 

me Court ruled that McGraw Elec- 
tric Co. could not block an Omaha drug 


company from selling $23 Toastmasters. 


for $19.95. 

Although the lawbooks of 40 states 
still carry strict fair-trade statutes, the 
law of the market place has reduced 
enforcement to an absurdity on appli- 
ances, cameras, power tools, electric 
mixers, phonograph records and dozens 
of other items. 


While fair-trade pricing is still fairly 
successful on hundreds of other house- 
hold items (toothpaste, vitamin pills, 
jewelry), many merchants question the 
entire system. Fair-trading has defeated 
its own purpose, in that it brought great 
prosperity to the discount houses and 
other price-cutters it was designed to 
outlaw. 


Actually, fair trade laws were never 
designed for a booming economy with 
an expanding market. They gained mo- 
mentum during the depression, when 
the National Recovery Administration 
fixed prices to halt price-cutting in the 
fight for a limited market. 

In 19387 the National Association of 
Retail Druggists, a powerful lobby of 
36,000 retailers and drug manufacturers, 
pushed the Miller-Tydings Act through 
Congress to open a loophole in federal 
anti-trust laws so that state legislatures 
could legalize the fixing of minimum 
prices. 


By the end of 1941, druggists and 
other small retailers had pressured 45 
states to pass fair trade laws. Most 
states required all merchants to abide 
by & manufacturer’s price minimum if 
one retailer agreed to do so, but in 1951 
7. United States Supreme Court ruled 

t mon-signers were not bound. Con- 
pre then passed the McGuire Act to 
make even non-signers subject to mini- 
mum price. agreements. 

What are the arguments in favor of 
fair trade? The’ druggists’ association 
maintains that it protects the consumer 
from “sucker prices” (loss-leaders) and 
the manufacturer from losing good will. 


The fair-traders argue that the law 
gives the small business man a chance 
to compete on equal terms with large 
distributors, who normally buy in quan- 
tity and can sell for less. (The drug- 
gists also contend that a 1951° Neilsen 
survey shows that drug store prices are 
actually lower, on the whole, in fair- 
trade states.) 


Says Sunbeam Corp., one of the big- 
gest backers of. minimum prices: ““‘With- 
out fair trade, the distribution of na- 
tional brand merchandise is monopolized 
by a handful. of the most powerful de- 
partment stores and discount houses. 

This automatically eliminates the 
small store and limits outlets.” 


. Sunbeam says that 20 discount houses 
in 1953 took over 80 per cent of Sun- 
beam sales in price-free District of Co- 
lumbia and 600 small distributors 
dropped Sunbeam products. As a result, 
sales in the district were down 15 per 
cent, although in the country as a 
whole they rose 11 per cent. 


The biggest argument against fair 


trade is that it keeps up prices by hold- 
ing an umbrella over the inefficient 
merchant. 

Although Texas, Vermont, Missouri 
and the District of Columbia have never 
had fair-trade laws, none has a shortage 
of small retailers. Nor is there ruinous 
price competition. 

The Dallas Better Business Bureau 
believes that price freedom has helped 
Texas retailers ‘“‘meet the rising threat 
of the discount operations.” It also finds 
that most merchants still. stick close 
to the manufacturers’ recommended 


‘prices. 


In the interests of freer competition, 
Attorney General Herbert Brownell’s 
committee on antitrust laws is expected 
to recommend next month that Congress 
repéal the McGuire Act. But the chances 
for repeal are small, since pro-fair-trade 
retailers. exercise a powerful influence 
on individual Congressmen. 

Nevertheless, it looks as if fair trade 
is dying anyway. In an era of high pro- 
duction and high consumption, more and 
more réetailers, like manufacturers, are 
aiming for low profits on many items, 
rather. than higher profits on a few. 

Many small merchants have found 
that their best protection against price- 
cutters is not the fixed-price umbrella, 
but. salesmanship and service. 

Nobody doubts that there will always 
be a place for the corner grocer, drug- 
gist or other small merchant who will 
run a charge account, cash a check, de- 
liver on a moment’s notice, etc. | 

‘By such enterprise, most retailers can 
bring in enough new customers to more 
than make up for those lost to price- 
cutting stores.

FELLOW PASSENGER, by Geoffrey Household, 

(Atlantic-Little, Brown, 271 pgs., $3.50)

The 
other 5 cents would be a per- 
manent increase, for operation 
of the enlarged plant. 

The library expansion pro- 
gram, with the proposed tax in- 
creases, was announced last 
month by the library board, 
headed by Mahlon B. Wallace 
Jr. 

In another action the council 
authorized execution of a con- 
tract with the Shoup Voting Ma- 
chine Co. of Philadelphia for 
purchase of 400 machines for 
$645,000. The company’s per- 
formance bond was fixed at the 
full amount of the proposed 
contract, instead of 10 per cent 
as at first suggested. 

The council appropriated $14,- 
900 for salaries of the new coun- 
ty police board, the police super- 
intendent to be named and a 
secretary.

ID GAVILAN must think 
K there's nobody honest but 

himself. Whenever things 
don’t go the way he thinks 
they should he begins to 
holler “Fix.” 

He lost a close decision to 
Hector Constance, Trinidad 
Negro, at Miami Beach and 
even though the three of- 
ficials agreed on the verdict, 
each by a very close margin.

There's No Trick to Doing It— All You Need ls a Good Sauce 


By Hoyt Alden 


T to the is a French wisecrack 
the effect that England is 

T: ryt with 70 religions and 
one sauce. That sauce is, of 
course, Worcestershire. If you 
ask for sauce, that's what you get. 

In this country we have a 
somewhat equivalent situation 
in regard to catsup. Sometimes 
one gets the impression that 
many Americans aren’t inter- 
ested at all in the food, they 
just use it as a base for the 
catsup. Some people put catsup 
on everything, starting at break- 
fast with their fried eggs. I've 
seen catsup poured on French 
fried potatoes, black-eyed peas, 
chicken and, of course, thick, 
juicy steaks. I suppose about 
the only thing that has ever 
completely escaped catsup in 
this country has been pancake. 
And maybe ice cream, but I 
wouldn't bet on it. 

Catsup is a wonderful thing, 
in its place. It’s excellent with 
some dishes, and when one 
knows how to use it as a flavor- 
ing in cooking, it can produce 
some delightful results. But it 
would appear that this national 
mania for catsup would stem 
not just a fondness for its fla- 
vor, but also from a lack of 
knowledge of the vast realm of 
splendid sauces. 

This is where the French ex- 
cel, and why they look down 
their noses at the Englishman 
and his ‘“wooster” and the 
American and his “ketchup.” 
The answer, of course, lies in 
exploring this realm of sauces, 
a very important branch of 
cookery all by itself. 


. * * 

OT only meats but vegeta- 
bles take on new flavor and 
life with a good sauce. Any- 
one can pour cream sauce over 
a cauliflower, for instance, arid 
it doesn’t take too much imagi- 
nation to add cheese and make 
it a cheese sauce. But if you 
really want to serve cauliflower 
that’s out of this world, pour 
over this special Hollandaise 

combined with asparagus tips. 
First, the Hollandaise, which 
is a sauce any good cook should 
be familiar with. Put four table- 
spoons of vinegar in the top of 
a double boiler along with a 
generous pinch of salt and 
sprinkling of freshly ground

pepper. Let it cook down to 
about two teaspoons. Add two 
tablespoons of cold water and 
the yolks of four eggs. Beat it 
well, and then add an eighth of 
a pound of butter cut in pieces. 
Place it over very, very low heat 
and beat it constantly while it 
thickens. When it has thickened, 
take the pan off the fire and 
add, while you beat, a half 
pound of butter. When all the 
butter is in, stir im-the juice of 
half a lemon and season it to 
taste with salt and pepper. 

And now, here’s the trick. 
Take a dozen cold, cooked aspar- 
agus tips and rub them through 
a sieve. Add this.to the Holland- 
aise and stir it well and pour 
it over the cauliflower. 


Sauce Mornay, a ieniaiibia of 
cream sauce, is a good one to 
know about because variations of 
it can be used for fish and vege- 
tables. For fish filets, for in- 
stance, which present something 
of a problem, make a Mornay 
sauce with one-fourth cup of 
butter, a tablespoon of finely 
minced onion, a fourth cup of 
flour, mixed until smooth, as 
you would any. cream sauce. Add 
Slowly a cup and a half of warm 
milk, stir and cook until thick 
and then add a half cup of grat- 
ed Swiss cheese, or about twice 
as much American cheese, and 
season it with salt, pepper and 
a generous pinch of thyme. Cook 
it again for a few minutes until 
it starts to simmer, and then

pour it over the fish. 

For frozen broccoli—cook a 
package of broccoli in a half cup 
of hot water. Steam until 
tender and then transfer the 
vegetable to. a hot dish and 
save the liquid. Add enough 
milk to the hot liquid to make 
half a cup. Blend a tablespoon 
of butter and two of flour, and 
then add your combined vege- 
table juice and milk, and pro- 
ceed as above. Season it with 
salt and pepper to taste, a gene- 
rous pinch of celery seed and 
two tablespoons of finely min- 
ced onion which have been sau- 
ted in a little butter. Cook it 
until it thickens and then add 
a tablespoon of light wine and 
a fourth cup of Parmesan 

. cheese. Let it simmer a few 
minutes to be sure the cheese 


’ js completely melted and all is 


blended. If you want to you can 
pour a little melted butter on 


the broccoli and then the sauce, . 


or you can let the sauce cool, 
pour it carefully over the vege- 
tables, sprinkle it with paprika, 
bake it in a hot oven for about 


10 minutes then under the 
broiler long enough to brown 
the sauce.

F some members of your fam- 
ily find mixed vegetables a 
little dull—and there’s no 
denying they're a little short on 


eye appeal—here’s a third vari- 
ation that will work a miracle. 
Make your base this time with 

a fourth cup of butter and a 

~ third of a cup of flour and 
enough combined vegetable li- 


quid and milk to make two cups. 
When it thickens add a half cup 
of grated American cheese, a 
pinch of nutmeg, a generous 
pinch of garlic salt and salt and 
pepper to taste. 

Put the cooked mixed vege- 
tables in a baking dish and 
season them with salt and pep- 
per and a couple of tablespoons 
of butter. The liquid will, of 
course, have been poured off 
for the sauce. Mix the seasoning 
through them and then pour on 
the sauce and then sprinkle the 
sauce heavily with bread crumbs. 
Sprinkle this with melted butter 
and bake for 30 minutes in a 
350-degree oven. Then stick it 
under the broiler until the 
crumbs are browned, and mixed 
vegetables will become a gour- 
met item.

NEW ORLEANS is a mad, 
gay, wonderful city, especially 
at Mardi Gras time, but I’m not 
at all sure they couldn't repro- 
duce the madness, gayety and 
warmth just as well from Radio 
City and maybe a little bit bet- 
ter. The New Orleans Comedy 
Hour was plagued, as was the 
recent one from Miami, by un- 
certain lighting and difficult 
camera conditions.

As TV shows go, the Comedy 
Hour was ho great shakes. New 
Orleans is the city where the 
blues came from, and this fact 
was properly and appropriately 
celebrated by MacRae, Louis 
Armstrong and Peggy Lee, with 
such old favorites as ““Way Down 
Yonder in New Orleans,” “I’ve

What the Mardi 
Gras calls for is Cinemascope 
and full color, or better yet, just 
oo down and look at it your- 
self. 


Travel, I always say, is some- 
thing that ought to be person- 
ally experienced, not done vicari- 
ously via television. However, I 
don’t expect NBC to pay atten- 
tion to this advice. On March 6, 
the Comedy Hour will come 
from the superliner United 
States and the week after that 
from Hollywood. That Gordon 
MacRae, he does get around.

Laura Boulton Has Recorded Folk Songs et Fur Corners of Earth on 15 Expeditions

Mrs. Boulton, who gave up the 
concert stage to go on her first 
safari—and hasn't had time or 
inclination yet to regret the sac- 
rifice—was in St. Louis the 
other day to attend the conven- 
tion of the National Association 
of Music Teachers. Music has 
been her major interest since 
her girlhood in Ohio, and she 
had studied in New York and 
Europe for a professional con- 
cert career before deciding to 
preserve the songs of others in- 
stead of singing her own. She is 
now a lecturer and writer as 
wéll as musicologist, and makes 
her home in New York. 


“T had always been interested 
in People—please spell that with 
a-capital P—because I feel that 
through knowing each other bet- 
ter we can have understanding 
and world peace,” she said. “So 
I was delighted to go along when 
a friend invited me in 1929 on 
the expedition to Africa for the 
American Museum of Natural 
History. Since I was interested 
in music, I decided.to try to re- 
cord some of the songs and tri- 
bal melodies, and we had to 
have special recording equip- 
ment built for that purpose. We 
brought back the first such rec- 
ords from Africa. 


“As soon as the villagers real- 
ized I was sympathetic and when 
they learned through my inter- 
preter what I wanted, they all 
wanted to perform.

In Nepal, on the 
northeastern frontier of India, 
she recorded and photographed 
the wedding of a maharajah’s 
nephew, after traversing a 
mountain pass 14,000 feet high 
to reach the wedding city. 

She found, too, that American 
music had permeated much of 
the world. In one program pre- 
sented by African singers, only 
three or four of the 40 numbers 
were native songs; the rest were 
imitations of American music. 


“I was in the east when the 
Korean war broke out so the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. sent me 
to the battlefront to record in- 
terviews for programs to be pre- 
sented here,” she said. “Groups 
of young Korean men and wom- 
en would entertain the soldiers, 
and only a few of their numbers 
were real Korean music. 

“But on one trip to Bali I 
thought that here, at least, was 
a Paradise, unruined by the out- 
side world. The first evening 
we had dinner on the terrace 
and settled back to listen to the 
wandering musicians. 


“Do you know what they were 
singing? ‘Give Me Five Minutes 
More.’ I was heartbroken.” 


Mrs. Boulton’s expeditions 
have been sponsored by such in- 
stitutions as the Carnegie and 
Field Museums, the American 
Museum of Natural History and 
the Museum of Modern Art. She 
also has recorded music of 
American Indian tribes for the 
Department of Interior, and has 
published several record albums 
based on music that sounds 
strange to America’s ear. 


She’s always on the lookout 
for melodies to bring back with 
her. Twice on her travels she 
ran out of a dwelling when she 
heard exotic music, thinking that 
here indeed must be ancient 
ceremonial rite she should be 
witnessing and preserving. In 
Bali, the music was played by 
drummer and flutist. In India, 
the musicians carried drums, 
bells and flute.

North’s jump from four clubs 
to five diamonds was not cor- 
rect. He had started out with a 
dead-minimum 16-point no- 
trump, and nothing had hap- 
pened to increase its values. If 
he had had four-card support 
for one of South’s suits, with a 
doubleton elsewhere, his hold- 
ing would have gained distribu- 
tional strength, but as it was, 
his only choice over the four- 
club bid was between four dia- 
monds and four no-trump—the 
satter being a mere rebid of no- 
trump, of course, not Black- 
wood.

Sir Winston Churchill has 
said, “We should pronounce 
Latin as we pronounce every 
day in our own language... 
After all, we don’t teach the 
young that the month of Au- 
gust is named after the Em- 
peror ‘Owgoostoos’.” 

But then, Churchill has 
never made concessions of any 
kind to foreign pronunciation. 
When Mussolini was the Duce 
of Italy, others might refer to 
him as “the Doochay”; to 
Churchill he was simply “the 
Deuce,” which cut him down 
to his proper size,

IT IS BEST to avoid foreign 
phrases; they always sound a 
little pompous. If one must 
use them, however, the most 
elementary prudence would 
lead one to seek out a teacher 
of the language for coaching. 
For instance, a few years ago, 
Carroll Reece made some ra- 
die speeches in which he 
used the word “impasse” sev- 
eral times. He _ consistently 
pronounced it “impassay,” 
which is neither French nor 
English. 


I wonder how long it will be
